(B y M all)— Since the beginning of 
the present offensive on the western 
front Germ any’* much vaunted “ un­ 
breakable’ lines have been pierced 
time and tim e again by the com ­ 
bined attacks of the French artillery 
and Infantry. 
W ith the artillery concentrations 
that France now 
ha3 at her * f i ­ 
nland, and which are bound to in­ 
crease with every month of the war, 
it ha* been demonstrated that the 
German lines can be pierced at any 
time and in any place that the French 
m ilitary authorities may choose.

this changed 
situation 
Germany lias adopted a new fiction 
with which to keep up the confidence 
of the German public in the strength 
of the German western front.

stead of announcing now with each 
thrust forward of the French that 
his lines remain “ unpierced.”
